S-\\ Roof and Bridge Paint is a utilitj 
paint for use on roofs (excepting composi- 
tion), bridges, barns, manufacturing 
plants, warehouses, fences and other 
structures of wood or metal. 

In the process of manufacturing paint 
products on a large scale there is always 
more or less salvage paint due to over- 
grinds, damaged containers, etc. This 
material is used in the manufacture of 
Roof and Bridge Paint and containing 
as it does even our highest grade prod- 
ucts, the user is assured of greater paint 
value at economical prices than is pos- 
sible with other paints. 

S-W Boof and Bridge Paint has a cov- 
ering capacity of approximately 500 
square feet, one coat, per gallon. It is 
put up in quart cans, gallon and five 
gallon pails and drums and is supplied in 
the following colors: Bed, Gray Slate. 
Brown, Bronze Green, also Black. 

DIRECTIONS FOR USE 

Where this paint is used on wooden 
shingles or on weather-beaten, porous 
lumber, such as siding, fences, etc.. re- 
duce the first coat in the proportion of 
one-half gallon of raw linseed oil to the 
gallon of paint. 

The addition of one-half gallon of raw 
linseed oil to the gallon of paint is also 
recommended for new wood. 

For the second or final coat the addi- 
tion of raw linseed oil will also he bene- 
ficial. The quantity of oil to be added 
will depend upon the covering desired.
